THE POSTOFFICE 
W ash ing to n, Jan. 22.—By a recent de­ 
cision of the adjnraut general, all sol­ 
diers enlisted between June 22, 1861, aud 
August C, 1862, are entitled to a bounty. 
Owing to the peculiar wording of the 
law, the department has ruled that sol­ 
diers who enlisted during the interim be­ 
tween the dates above referred to were 
not entitled to a bounty. There are sev­ 
eral thousand soldiers who will be bene­ 
fited by this decision of the adjutant gen­ 
eral.
